Heſe were ſo called, as Juſtice 

F —_ theſame book ſaith; 
* auia Studentes inillis,proeorum par. * Chap.9. 
te majori juvenes ſunt, &c. becauſe the 
Students in them are, for the greater 
part, young men, learning the firſt ele- 
ments of the Law; and becoming good 
proficient s therein, as they grow Hp, are 
taken into the greater Hoſtels, which are 
called the Innes of Court. 

Now. that theſe Hoſtels did then 
conſiſt ofſuch young men,is apparent 
enough from this teſtimony of the 
ſame Forteſen : but the reaſon why 
they were called Innes of Chancery 
ſeemeth to have been from another 
ground; vix. becauſe they were an- 
tiently Hoſpicia for the Clerks of the 
Chancery. And if that Ine of Chan- 
cery ſituate near St. Andrews Church 
in Holburne, now called Davies, or 
Thavies Inne, be the ſame which 1s 
mentioned in the Fine Rolle of 
I1E. 3. (as ſome judicious perſons 
do think it is ) conſidering the lit- 
tle difference betwixt Travers and 
Thavye in pronuncation, it will then 
be out of doubt : Of which Record, 
to the end the cleerer judgment may 
be grven, I have here inſerted a true 
Copy.

In theſaid Hoſtels (viz. the Innes 
of Court and Chancery)there are theſe

Edw.Coke* obſerves; 

Firſt Mootemer, which are thoſe 
that argue Readers Caſes in the Hox- 
ſes of Chancery, both in Terms, and in 
g1a 1d Vacations. 

And that out of theſe, after eight 
years ſtudy, or thereabouts,are cho- 
ſen Utter-Bariſters. 

That, out of Utter-BariSters, after 
they have been of that degree twelve 
years at leaſt.are cholen Benchers, or 
Ancients: Of which one that is of 
the puiſne ſort Reades yearly inSum- 
mer Vacation ; and one of the Anci- 
ents, that hath formerly read, reades 
in Lent Vacation, and is called a 
Double Reader ;, it being commonly , 
betwixt his firſt and ſecond Reading, 
abcut nine or ten years: out of 
which Double Readers, the King 
makes choice of his Attorney, and 
Sollicitor general; his Attorney of 
the Court of Wards and Liveries , 
and his Attorney of the Dutchy. 
And of theſe Readers are Serjeants 
eleCted by the King; and out ofthem 
the King elefeth two or three, as 
he pleaſeth , to be his Serjeants : 
And out of them are the Judges 
choſen. 

Having ſaid thus much,in general, 
touching the antiquity of our Ho- 
{tells for Students of the Laws, I 
come to the particular Houſes of 
theſe Societies.

&c. having ſpoken of the Pegaſus 
born for the Armes of this Society, 
thus goes on—[ After Thad travailed 
through the Eaſt parts of the ſn 
World , to underitand of Deedes of 
Armes, and ſo arriving in the fair Ri- 
ver of Thames, 1 landed within half 
a league from the City of London , 
which was ( as Iconje@ure) in Decem- 
ber laſt; and drawing neer the City , 
ſuddenly heard the ſhot of double Ca- 
nons,in ſo great a number, and ſo terri- 
ble , that it darkened the whole ayr ; 
wherewith, although 1 was in my na- 
tive Country, yet ſtood I amazed not 
knowing what it meant. Thus,as I abode 
in deſpair, either to return or continue 
my former purpoſe, I chanced to ſee 
coming towards me an honeſt Citizen 
Clothed in a long garment, keeping the 
high way, ſeeming towalk for his recrea- 
tion, which prognoſticated rather peace 
than perill; of whom Idemanded the 
cauſe of this great ſhot 5 who friendly 
anſwered : Tt is, quoth he, a warning 
ſhot tothe Conſtable Marſhall of the 
Inner Temple.to prepare to Dinner. 

Why (faid T) what, is he of that 
Eitate, that ſeeketh no other means to 
warn his Officers than with ſo terrible 
ſhot in ſo peaceable a Country. Marty, 
ſaith he, he uttereth himſelf the bet- 
ter to be that Officer whoſename he 
beareth. 

I then demanded what Province did 
be govern, that needeth ſuch an Officer. 
He anſwered me, The Province was 
not great in quantity, but antient in 
true nobility. A place, ſaid he, pri- 
vileg'd by the moſt excellent Prin- 
ceſs the high Governor of the whole 
Iſland, a are ſtore of Gentle- 
men of the whole Realm, that repair 
thither to learn to rule and obey by 
Law, to yield their fleece to their 
Prince and Common-weal: as alſo to 

uſe all other exerciſes of body and 
mind whereunto nature moſt aptly 


that Gentlemen of all Countries, in 
their young years, nouriſhed toge- 
ther in one place, with ſuch comely 
order,anddaily Conference,are knit 
by continual acquaintance in ſuch 
unity ofmindesand manners as light- 
ly never after is ſevered, than which 
is nothing more profitable to the 
Common-weal. 

And after he had told me thus much 
of honour of the place, I commended in 
mine own conceit the policy of the Gover« 
nour,which ſeemed to utter an it ſelf the 

foundation of . a good Common=weal ; 
for that the beſt of their people, from 

tender years train'd up in Precepts of 
Tuitice , it could not chooſe but yield 

forth a profitable people to a wiſe Com- 

monweal, wherefore I deter mined with 

my ſelf to make proofe of that I heard 
by report.

the Chappel, and divers gentlemen Pen- 
foners to furniſh the ſame. 

At another Table on the other fide 
were ſet the Maſter + 4 the Game, and his 
Chief Ranger, Masters of Houſhold,, 
Clerks of the green Cloth and Check, 
with divers other ſtrangers to furniſh

There 1s an Exerciſe, beſides, to 
be performed by every Utter-Bari- 
fer, within the Houſe, in the Term 
time; viz. to perform two ſeveral 
aſignments of Moots, everyſuch aſ- 
fgnment conſiſting of three or four 
Moots, or Exerciſes; wherein they 
argue pro and cor, a Caſe agreed on 
between themſelves ; conſiſting for 
the moſt part, of two Queſtions ; 
three Benchers fitting as Judges, and 
arguing the ſame Caſe after ghem. 
Amoneglt theſe Utter-Bariſters, there 
5one (commonly of about eight or 
nine yearsſtanding ofthe Bar)yearly 
choſen to be Reader of New-Innez who 
in the times of Reading, doth there 
argue certain Caſes, or his own fra- 


' ming : which Caſes are firſt argued 


by two Gentlemen of New Ine; and 
afterward by twoGentlemen of eve- 
ry Inne of Court; whereof one is 
commonly of the Barr, the other un- 
der the Barr 5 who argue in their 
turnes, beginning with the puiſne 3 
who maintaineth what ſide he plea- 
ſeth.

be Readers ornot : But by an Order 
of later time, no man ought to take 
upon him to be a Cxpboard-mar, un- 
leſs he reſolveth to Read, when his 
turn cometh : therefore, if any one 
do declare his intention not to Read, 
he is ſpared from the Cupboard ; 
and the next in antiquity unto him, 
is choſen to ſucceed in his roomth , 
Yet time alone makesnot a Cupboard 
man: for the Bench, upon juſt cauſe 
of diſlike, may paſs over any whom 
'they hold not fit forthat place, and. 
elect others next in Antiquity. 
Which eleQion of theirs is twice 1n 
every year , at the meeting of the 
Bench 1n Parliament z viz.in the laſt 
Parliament of Hil/ary Term; at what 
time the four Cupboard mer, for the 
next Lent-Reading are choſen and 
declared by the Treaſurer ; and in 
the laſt Parliament in Trinity Term ,

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ing, quahty, and carriage of the per- 
ſon,hebe not thought worthy of ſo 
oreata Calling,the Bench hath pow- 
er to put him by, and to elect ano- 
ther in his room, notwithſtanding 
his precedent eleCtion to the Cup- 
board : for during the time of his at- 
tendance to the Cupboard, and be- 
fore he bedeclared a Readcr,he 1s on- 
ly inthenature of a Probationer. 

- Thetwo parties nominated, as a- 
foreſaid, for Readers, are the next 
day at Dinner, called to the Bench 
Tablez where,fromthence forward 
they take their Commons,and are to 
beſtow. upon the reſt of the Benchers 
and antient Bariſters, a certain pro- 
portion of Wine for their firſt wel- 
come. 

On the other ſide, thoſe who are 
put by their Rcadzngs, remove from 
the Bar table ( where before they 
uſed toſit) unto a Table called the 
Auncicnts Table, on the other fide of 
the Hall; oppoſite to the Bar table; 
where alſo they give a garniſh of 
Wine for their welcome 3 and from 
thenceforth they are freed from all 
Mootes and Exerciſes in the Houſe, 
and likewiſe from the ceremony of 
walking the old meaſures about the 
Hall at the times accuſtomed. And 
it is no diſgrace for any man to be 
removed hither ; for byreaſon ofthe 
exccſhive chardge ofReadings,many 
men of great learning and competent 
prattiſe,as well asothers of leſs learn- 
ing,but great eſtates,have refuſed to 
Read, and are here placed. 

The two Readers, new choſen as 
aforeſaid.,at thenext Feaſt day of 4/ 
Saints(on which day ſuch Judgesand 
Serjeants at Law, as have iſſued out 
of this Society, are highly feaſted,and 
come in their Scarlet robes) are 
bound to give theirAttendance,their 
duty being to meet the Judges and 
Serjeants at the lower end of the 
Hall, and to condu& them upwards. 
For diſtmaion, and orders ſake. the 
one of them, viz. the Ancient, hath a 
white ſtaff in his hand; the other a 
white Rod, with which they uſher in 
the meat, following next after the 
Mufick, When the meat is brought 
tothe Table ( which at ſuch ſolemn 
Feaſts is always performed by young

_ the one of thetwo new Readers 
elect,receives every Diſhof the Gen- 
tlemen, who carried it, and placeth 
it on the Table, in decent order; the 
other ſtanding by to wait on the 
Judges. And during theFealt, they 
both, with ſolemn curtefies, welcome 
both the Judges and Serjeants. 
Beſides this:, the puiſne Keader 
elect, ſerves every Meſs throughout 
the Hall, receiving it from the Stew- 
ard, and p-_y it on the Table. 
Dinner being ended,they wait on the 
Judges and Serjeants; uſhering them, 
either into the Garden, or ſome 
other retiring place, untill the Hall 
be clenſed, = 4 prepared; and then 
they uſher them again into the HaH, 
and place them in their rooms, one 
This being done, 
the Ancient of the twothat hath the 


ſtaff in his hand, ſtands at the upper 


end of the Bar Table ; and the other 
with the white Rod, placeth himſelf 
at the Cupboard, in the middle of 
the Hall, oppoſite to the Judges 3 
where the Muſick being begun, he 


 calleth twice the Maſter of the Re- 
vvells. And atthe ſecond call, the 


Auncjent, with his white ſtaff, ad- 
vanceth forward, and begins to lead 
the meaſures ; followed , firſt by

AU Saints and Can- 
dlemaſs, are the onely Feaſts in the 
whole year, made purpoſely for the 
Jadges and Serjeants in this Society:

As for the chardge of theſe Feaſts, 
it is caſt amongſt the Gentlemen of 
the Houſe, in their Commons 3 no ;

Moreover, for a farther honour to 
theJudges and Serjeants at Law,two 
auncient Bariſters of the Society,are 
choſen toinvite them to theſe Feaſts, 
who to that end do repair to their 
ſeveral Chambers, four or five daies 
before, Likewiſe, when they are in 
| the Hall, and before they take their 
places, two antient Utter-Bariſters 
are appointed to wait on them, with 
Baſins and Ewers of {weet water,for 
the waſhing of their hands; and two 
other like antient Bariſters with 
Towells. | 
,* Beſides theſe offers Revels or 
| meaſures aforeſaid , they had wont 
to be entertained with Poſt Revels , 
| performed by the better ſort of the 
young Gentlemen of the Society 
with Galliards,Corrantoes,and other 
Dances; orelſe with Stage-playes : 
the firſt of theſe Feaſts being at the 
beginning, and the other at the later 
end of Chriſtmas. But oflate youn 
theſe Poſt Revel/s have been dil-uled, 
both here and in the other Innes of

Readers are, in time, to perform, are 
their Exerciſes within the Houle 3 
which, together with the young 
Gentlemen under the Barr, and the 
new-choſen Readers, they perform 
in this manner.

How long thoſe Lords had their 
ref1dence here, within that time, I

by the Accounts of the Stewards of 
this Houſe: and ſo held till the ge- 
neral diſſolution of the greater Mo- 
naſteries in the Parliament of 3o H. 
8. But then coming to'the Crown, 
was granted unto them ſoon after by 
theſaid King,in fee tarm, as it ſeems : 
forby the Accountg ofthe Treaſurer 
of this Society made 18 Nov. 32. 
H. 8. it 1s evidﬀus that the ſaid Rent 
of vil. xiii. i4iid, was paid to the 
Kings uſe, for the ſame, for one 
whole year, ended at the feaſt ofthe 
Anmmnciation of our Lady then paſt : 
and ſo hath been ever ſince, as may 
appear by the Accounts of the ſuc- 
ceeding Treaſurers of this Houſe. 


The Buildings. 


S to the greateſt part of theſe,
